County Gives Decisive Vote Against 


Proposed Term Extender-Suf- 
frage Loses In Three States By 
Big Majority -- Tammany Wins 
Sweeping Victory. 


With returns practically complete, Coshocton county has givea 


a majority of 1326 for Prohibition a larger majority by almost 800 
votes than was returned in 1914. The proposed Constitutional Sta- 
bility amendment lost in the county by practically 1500 votes. 


The proposed amendment extending- the terms of county officials 


to four years received an awful walloping- in. the county the precincts 
hoard from giving- a majority of 2246 against the measure. The pro- 
posal to exempt bonds from taxation, lost in the county in complete*, 
returns showing a majority against the measure of 638. 


The most unexpected feature of the entire election probably, is 


the fact that the city gives an unofficial majority for prohibition of 
23 voter. It had been freely predicted that the majority against the 
proposed amendment in the city would reach 400.
